Seeding of wheat is practically 
completed throughout the prov-| 
ince, and seeding of coarse grain 
is well advanced. 
wheat is well above the ground 
and looking healthy. 
conditions generally throughout 
The 
weather since last report has been | 
generally cooland showery, with 
afew very warm days. Almost 
every part of the province lias 
been visited by rain which has 
varied in extent from light show- 
ers in some districts to heavy 
downpours in others. Southern 
districts have received a 
amount of precipitation, and in 
spite of some soil drifting, condi- 
tions in these districts at present 
are satisfactory, 
and northern districts rain 
been more general. 

The outstanding comment to be 
made upon the situation at pres: 
ent is the fact that all growth in 
the province is much in advance 
of other years. Foliage appeared 
much earlier than has been known 
for a jong time, and the comple- 
tion of seeding has been recorded 
considerably earlier than former 
years.. Early sown wheat is now 
severrl inches above ground in 
many districts aad giowing “ray: 
idly, More rain will be needed it 
some districts if this rapid growth 
is to be sustained, but at present 
conditions may be said to be quite 
satisfactory.
